The contrivance consists of a wheel 


something similar to the turbine in 
principle. A shaft connects it with a 
parallel belt wheel. That ia all there 
is to it—as simple ns it ia efficient. 


The turbine arrangement fits closely 


in the bottom of a stovepipe, the stove 
being removed and tbe apparatus rest- 
ing on a tripod. The little wheel spins 
and hums, making a dozen or more 
revelations per second. 


Tbe principle involved in as simple 


as the contrivance this article is at- 
tempting to describe. Warm air it 
lighter than cold and ia forced upward. 
The air within the room was sevaral 
degrees colder than oatside, so up tbe 
stove pipe it went, meeting and over- 
coming the resistance of tbe wheel, 
just as those little paper pin wheels 
we need tn make spin aronnd when we 
pointed them against the breeze.
